(Mr Gray) he wihhed to obferve, that no one article 
uf the treaty forbade us to keep oar -marine on the 
mott refpeciable footing, or even to increafe it, if it 
fhould appear neceffary. . On the contrary, we fhould 
derive new fources of commerce, wealth, and reve- 
nue, from a French market being offered to our 
mérchants atid manufacturers, and fmuggling, the 
prefent bane of the revenue and the’ fair trader, 

. would be pur an end to, or at fvalt much diminifhed. 
It was hor, he infifted on it, by increafing our trades 
that’ we'could poflibly diminifh the fare(t and mott 
conttituional defence of the ifland. 

Captain Macbride expreffed his diflike to the trea- 
ty on account of the pernicious influence it would 
have on Gur naval force: ‘I'o prove this pofitioa, 

+ ater declaring, that, on the firft view, it rather had 
the thape of a treaty between the Emperor and King 
of Praflia, than between France and. England; he 
explained the mannef in which it would operate to 
increafe the naval power of her rival, while it would 
Jedd ro the diminution of thar of Great Britain. He 
dwelt’ with much ftrength of information and argu- 
mént fome time in putting his affertiom in a clear 


. poiht’of view. France had many thoufands of fea: 


men regiltered, “whom flie might commaad on the 
thot notite, while Great Britain was under the 
necéflity of marning-her thips in a mabner, that, could 
it poflibly be @ffected, he would with to fee removed : 
it was a-well-known and acknowledged fact, that 
fhe was'no lefS attentive to her marine fince the 
peace, than fhe had been in any period of the late 
war. “Did this’ argue that great amity and friend- 
ship t8 this country fo fuch infilted on? 

t was his intea‘ion’ not to have delayed the 

« Hoafe,, had not the regulations contained in the 
22a and 34th articles of the treaty (track him, Re- 
citing the agreement contained in thofe articles, viz. 
That the fhips retaken by the privateers, of cither 
nation fhould be he to the former owner, if not 
in ‘the power of the enemy twenty-four hours, fub- 
jeal to the payment by the owner of one third of the 
value’ of the fhip fo retaken, and of her cargo, guns, 
and” apparel or if the fhip had been, more than 
rwenty-foat hours; in that cafe co belong entirely to 
the privateers that fhould caprure her. ‘The cate of 
the retaking of fhips i! ptivateers, he cootralted 
with their being captured by men of war, the advan 
tage being much io favour of the former, as the 34th 
article ordained, that in cafe of a fhip’s being retaken 
by“any of the thips of war of cither Prince, the fhould 
be ‘reltored to the owners on payment of the thirtieth 

fof fuch fhip, and of her cargo, guns.and apparel, 
if retaken after the four-and-twenty hours, to be di- 
ftributed“as a reward among the re-captors. The 
confequehces to this country from this part of the 
treaty, he put in a variety of views; contending, 
that as the French, from their keeping them regi- 
ftered, had their feamen always in readinefs ; the in- 
temtion of holding out thefe fuperior advantages to 
the créws of -privarcers, was to fubvert the navy of 
this country, by encreafing the difficulty of manning 
ovr men of war; as the inducement held out would 
allure hands to prefer entering on board privateersjto 
men of war. 

That the naval force af France was never known 
in fo good @ condition as at this moment, he knew 
fronr indifpatable authority. Was this flourifhing 
firuation a good reafon for believing, the fpecious, 
and in his mind, fallacious profeffions of that coun 
try?’ The French were daily augmenting their 
marine, and éven fending out ficets, for no other 
purpefe than to train up their young officers, while 
ours lay mouldering,y our old officers were difmif- 
fed, and our new ones fhut our. The fhameful 
condition of our navy would in a fhort time appear, 
if the Houfe would agree to a motion’ he intended 
to make for enquiring into that matter. When he 
had urged feveral arguments more -againft the pro- 
pofed Addrefs, drawn from the danger that wou!d 
necefiurily be the refule of the. infidiowfnefs with 
which the articles of it were penned, he conjured 
the Houfe to be very cautious how they injured 
that bulwark which tad ‘hitherto enabled Great 


Britain to defend not only her own, but alfo the | 


liberties of Europe. 

Mr Welbore Ellis:confidered the addrefs as pre- 
mature. It was a dangerous precedent, at the very. 
outfet of a bufinefs, for the foufe to pledge icfelf 
to the approbation of it; for they might pe.*.aps be 
induced, by fubfequent reprefentations, to change 
their opiaions on the fubject. It would be unwor- 
thy of the dignity of the Houfe, an innovation on 


eftablifhed rules, and even difrefpestfal tothe Crown,’ 


to cafry 20 incomplete proceeding to the foot of the 
Throne. ~ He would therefore move, that the que- 
ftion be not put. 

Mr W. Pulteney {poke in favour of the Treaty, 
and enumerated the advantages that would flow 
from it. {Je then adverted to what had fallen from 
two Hon. Gentlemen (Meff. Fox and Sheridan) on 
afurmer day, with refpe&-to Ireland. They had be- 
haved, he faid, as if they had been Ambaffadors 
from Ireland. He alfo made fome obferyations on 
the Portuguefe, who, he faid, would a very inj- 
d.cioufly, if they fhould withdraw themfelves from 
our alliance. 

Mr Sicridan vindicated himfelf fromthe animad- 





terlions of the laft fpeaker, by obferving, tha he 
had never mentioned the affairs of Ireland, bu: as 
connected with thofe of Great. Britain. He pros 
mifed to make a motion refpecting the participation 
of Ireland in the Treaty, at fome future ftage of 
that bufinefs. 
timents of Mr Ellis, on the prematurenefs. and pre 


cipitancy of the meafure of addrefling his Majefty. | 


He blamed the filence of the Minilter at the time 
of his mentioning the report of an addrefs ; a filence’ 


‘which feemed to admit, that the report was. ill- 


founded. By this addrefs, the freedum of the fu- 


ture deliberations on the Treaty would, ina great , 


meafure, be taken away. 

Mr Bradley {poke for the addrefs, but in fo low 
a voice that we could not diftinétly hear what he 
faid. 

Lord Mornington gave a decided opinion that the 
manufafurers, by thei# filence, had fub{antially de- 
clared their acquiefence with the meafure on which 
the Houfe were certainly agreed ; and he called up- 
on gentlemen to come forward and fupport the ad- 
drefs which had been read, as otherwife they did not 
act confiftently. He went pretty much at ten iDe 
to the {tate of the manufadiuring intereit ; and con- 
cluded by avowing his hearty concurrence with the 
fpirit and intention of the addrefs. 

Mr Anftruther did not chufe to refume any of the 
debate which had taken place iu any ftage,of the bu- 
finefs. He. would coniine himfelf entirely ro the 
forms of the Houfe, which he maintained were, vio- 
lated extremely by the prefent queftion. And he 
contended, there was not a fingle preceden& on the 
pore to jultify the objedt of the addrefs, which 

ad been now moved, 

Mr Wyndham {tated his fentiments of the treaty 
with great corre&nefs and accuracy ; he denied that 
the commercial and political intereits of the country 
were different co \fiderations. . He adyerted to the 
call which, on the opening of the bafinels, had been 
made upon him. He {tated the reafons why the 
manufactureis of Norwich had come forward in the 
manner they did; and he coarended, that the appear- 
ance which they made was by no {means unanimous. 
He replied alfo to fome things Which, on a former 
debate, had been thrown out by an honourable sen- 
tleman, Mr Wilberforce. 

Mr Burke admitted that our manufacturers would 
be gainers in the firlt inftance from their induftry, 
their ingenuity, but efpecially their capital. ‘This’ 
predominated, and even tyrannized th every marker. 
He connected this with the national capital, swhich 
he called ber great copartnerfhip, in which all the 
{tock and credit and interejt of the country were a- 
nited and co-operated. He ftated that we had in- 
furance and difcount to an extéot which no other 
nation had. By the one we were gainers ; by the 
other we were protected agtinlt fofs. But then that 
was an argument againft the treaty which convertéd 
the operations of this ‘capital in favour of the very 
people againit whom it ‘had always operated. He 
iluttrated his ideas to a very confiderable extent, 
and defired the Houfe to read Sir Matthew Deéck- 
er, who had faid more good fenfe on the fabjett 
than any writer he knew. . 

Mr Gresville went into all the parts of the argu- 
ments which had been adduced ‘apainit the treary, 
and defended it in a very: matterly- manner.» He 
infiited that the manufagtarers, certainly devitted in 
favour of the treaty. Ide agreed, that this queilion 
was at once political and commercial, and that. thefz 
views ought not to be feparated. 
ed the Right Hon. Gentieman, Mr Barke, in very 
high terms on his forcible and manly eloquence, on 
his commercial knowledge, aod cn the conceihon he 
had now made in the courfe of his fpeech. .He 
then addreffed himfelf to all fides of the Houf, and 
urged the propriety, the decency, and even necefli- 
ty of the prefent -meafare.. He: {poke alfo very 
largely on the affairs of Ireland, and concluded a 
molt able fpeech, with giving his concurrence to 
the motion. 

Mr Burke explained. 

Mr Adam tated what. he would not now infton, 
what the queftion was, what the principles were on 
which ir thould be difenffed, and the reafons ‘why 
it ought now to be put, and why the previous que- 
{tion was never more proper, neceflary, and: decent. 

Mr Gro/venor did not expect the addrefs would 
have gone fo far as he found ir did. ; _ 

Col. Norton {tated his doubts of the friendly or 
advantageous. operations of the treaty in cafe of a war, 

Mr Wilber‘orce, afier repiying to fome things 
which had fallen from Mr Wyndham, confidered 
the filence of the gentlemen on the other fide of the 
Houfe, when the meafure was occafionally men- 
tioned, as an argument that they had not thought;it 
quite fo bad as it now was. ‘ 

Mr Young denied that the capital of this country 
would operate fo mach again‘ us, by being, expeod. 
ed on the French trade, as it would bring).in 
500,000 |, annually to the country. 

Mr Scott argued ably for the treaty. 

Sir James Erjkine anfwered ; and then the mem- 
bers paired off. 

Mr Fox {tated the nature of the queftion, and‘ the 
reafons for his negativing the addrefs. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer explained in 
what fenfe the prefeat vote ought to be underltood, 
It certainly meant that gentlernen were fitisfied with 
the treaty, but it did not preclude their deliberating 
on particular points of it: He’ praifed the eloquence 
of Mr Grey and Mr Burke in {trong language, ‘and 
urged the argument of the lattér, that our manufac. 
turers would be gainers by the treaty in the firlt in- 
ftance. “4 

ADJOURNMENT. 

Mr Sheridan was fo mach aftonifhed with the 
new doétrine of the Houfe, binding’itfelf to the mea- 
fare by this vote, that he moved an adjournment. 

Mr Pitt did not fee the neteflity of crowding the 
Journals of the Houfe with truifms.

Ir is 
imagined now, that every effort is exerting for re- 
newing, thofe ancient feditions, which have proved 
fo fatal. to national liberty, that the States will, in 
the courfe of this week, refolve to call the corps of 
Salm to forma part.of the garrifon of the Hague. 
Allthe cities of the province are preparing to de- 
mand, by the means of memorials, that the propo- 
fition of Haarlem touching the reprefentation of the 
people may pafs into a refolution.
